431  Hillsidr  .^\onlu^ 
who  was  the  flr.st  proKocuMon  wit- 
ness, said  that  her  husband  had 
walked  into  the  hou.so  about  7  30 
p.m.  on  April  27.  and  a.sked  her 
to  .stay  home  and  look  after  their 
children.  She  consented  to  do  this, 
and  suddenly,  without  any  want- 
^ps>  me  ■ecueeo  scntcs  ner  seTuai 
times  on  the  face  and  hit  her  on 
the  chin,  .she  said. 

Wttne.<;5  drrL-ired  that  lirr  hu.'- 
band  went  into  another  room  and 
reappeared  holding  a  rifle  in  hi.s 
hand.s.  He  then  .said  to  witness 
and  others  In  the  room,  "111 
slaughter  you  all."  Wallace  Alex- 
ander. 1043  Pandora  Avenue, 
seized  Cook  and  took  the  rifle  away 
from  him.  In  the  meantime,  two 
frlrls.  Phoebe  Donn  and  Cecelia 
Salmon,  who  were  stayinR  with  Mrs 
Cook,  fled  in  alarm,  .said  wilties.^ 

Corroborative  testimony  was  .-  e  n 
by  Wallace  Alexander.  I>ho«  b<  i  >  • 
and  Dugald  Sinclair.  Consublc 
Duncan  MrPherson  told  of  examin- 
ing the  rifle  and  found  It  was  not 
loaded.  He  also  found  another  un- 
loaded rifle  in  the  house. 

Taking  the  stand  in  his  own  de- 
fence, Cook  vigorously  denied  that 
he  had  struck  his  wile  or  had 
pointed  the  Run  with  the  ititi nt  mn 
of  alarininK  her  or  anyone  else.  He 
admitted  that  he  had  been  in  an 
angry  mood.  He  said  that  he  took 
t  poker  away  from  Mrs.  Cook,  but 
did  not  hit  her.  He  claimed  he 
was  packing  his  clothes  and  was 
taking  the  rifle  to  another  room  at 
the  time  he  is  alleged  to  have 
pointed  it  at  his  wife.  Mr.  J.  Per- 
clval  Wails  was  defence  counsel. 

In  convicting  Cook,  Magistrate 
Jay  said  that  the  Criminal  Code 
provided  that  any  one  who  with- 
out lawful  excuse  pointed  firearms, 
whether  loaded  or  not,  at  any  per- 
son, was  guilty  of  an  offence.  Tliere 
was  doubt,  he  declared,  that  Cook 
went  to  the  dow  ^th  a  rifle  to 
scare  his  wife  and  others.  The 
handling  of  a  gun  in  a  Uireatenlng 
way  was  dangerous  to  human  life. 
He  thought  Cooks  case  n  in-  be 
met  by  Imposition  of  a  fine  uistead 
of  Imprisonment.

The  company 
had  to  face  proportionate  losses  In  freight  re- 
turns. Increased  wage  scales  were  put  into 
effect,  which  also  redueed  the  net  earnhigs.  The 
future  presents  a  problem  ofmeeting  the  situa- 
tion in  one  of  two  ways,  for,  as  Mr.  Beatty  .says, 
there  must  either  be  Increased  gross  earnings, 
due  to  Inrrf^ase  in  traffic,  or  Increases  In  freight 
rates.  This  means  that  should  gross  earnings 
not  show  the  increase  hoped  for  the  company 
will  fee!  it  incumbent  to  make  an  application  to 
the  aailway  Commission  for  Increases  In  freight 
ittes.

At  the  close'  of  the 
fiscal  year  under  review  there  were  2.480  pt  i  .Dn 
ers  and  the  average  dally  population  of  the  peni- 
tentiaries during  1925-1927  was  2,456.  There  are 
interesting  figures  .showing  the  nationality  of 
the  Inmates  on  March  31,  1927.  Of  the  2,480  In 
question  1,540  were  of  Canadian  birth.  209  of 
American  birth.  177  from  England  and  Wales. 
117  from  certain  undesignated  foreign  countries. 
94  from  Austria-Hungary.  77  from  Italy,  78  from 
Russia,  61  from  Scotland,  40  from  Ireland,  37 
from  China  ?9  from  British  countries  other  than 
those  mcntiouL'd,  and  23  from  Roumanla.

Modem  ama  dees  not  have  the  in- 
clination or  energy  to  use  up  to 
much  time  in  order  to  get  enough 
nourishment  The  keen  minded 
man  of  t/iday  cannot  give  so  much 
of  his  attention  to  food,  but  the 
dull,  phlegmatic  man.  who  is  wiU- 
to  be  mostly  a  walking  dlgastlve 
organ,  still  exlsU.

fowl,  etc  These  meal.s  will  be 
abundantly  satiafying  if  cooked 
grains  are  also  added.
